Make  the  holes  deep  and  be  sure  the 
plants  are  set  low  enough  so  that  the  bud  un¬ 
ion  will  be  level  with  the  top  of  the  ground. 
Pack  the  soil  tightly  around  the  roots,  and  wet 
with  two  or  three  gallons  of  water.  Keep  all 
fertilizer  from  direct  contact  with  the  roots. 

All  of  our  Rose  Bushes  are  two  year  old 
plants  and  will  bloom  from  April  until  a  freeze 
in  the  fall.
